B a r r y , 
representing 64 parents from 
Forts Barry and Baker who 
signed a letter oi complaint to 
the commanding officer of the 
Presidio of San F r a n c i s c o , 
presented a copy of the letter to 
the board 
The board went into a one- 
hour closed meeting to discuss 
Albright’s request to transfer his 
three daughters to Reed Union 
School District, then emerged 
into open session to deny the re­ 
quest. 
The closed session, according 
to Asst 
Supt. Joseph Amato, 
was ruled permissible by At­ 
torney V 
Godino because the 
matter involved allegations and 
complaints 
against 
o t h e i 
children and teachers of tin 
district 
Albright was the only parent 
present among the 64, AniaU 
said. 
The parents made these com 


plaints in the letter: 
1. Supervision is lacking on 
school grounds and in classes 
and gangs of children steal 
lunches and cash. Teachers are 
“ pr omiscuously 
overlooking 
misbehavior.” 
2. 
P l a y g r o u n d s 
arc 
unsupervised and children are in 
danger from possible gang ac­ 
tivities 
3. At Richardson Bay school, 
classes don't have e n o u g h 
textbooks 
or 
c I a s s r o o m 
materials and one class is seven 
weeks behind as a result 
4. Academic standards are 
‘‘far below the capabilities of 
most of our children.” 
The letter also complained I 
some teachers “dress to hippy | 
standards.” t e a c h e r s are 
teaching “ their own philosophy ! 
of life,” some children have 
been 
threatened 
with 
bodily j 
harm including drowning, and 
some children are so afraid they 
are begging not to go to school. 
The letter asked no action 
from the school board, and the 
board took none There was no 
indication what action might be 
taken by the board or the 
administration.

Juvenile Rights 


Order On Books 


As O f Tomorrow 


A U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
on rights of juveniles in court 
goes into effect in Marin County 
and elsewhere tomorrow. 


But Juvenile Judge Samuel W. 
G ardiner has already said the 
new rules will not affect his 
court. He said only one of the 
four m ain points of procedural 
protections — adequate warning 
of the privilege against self-in­ 
crim ination and the right to re­ 
m ain silent — m ay not have 
already been complied with, but 
will be. 


The other three — the right to 
have a lawyer. the right to con- 
iront and cross-examine com­ 
plainants and other witnesses, 
and tim ely notice of the charges

When today’s hand was played 
in the recent Team Selection 
Tournament in Atlantic City, N.

Lyndon B Johnson, touring the 
Far Fast, hailed Diem as the 
Winston Churchill of Southeast 
Asia, and the United States 
once more blew a chance to 
win “ the hearts and minds“ of 
the Vietnamese people 


Perhaps, as many deeply in­ 
volved Americans in Vietnam 
think, it is too late to cor­ 
rect 
our mistakes and. as 
Robert Shaplen wrote in the 
New 
Yorker 
m a g a z i n e 
recently, “ too many earlier 
political opportunities h a v e 
been irrevocably lost.'' 


Rut if there is a solution to 


the Vietnam War. it must he a 
political solution, and it must 
be based on the facts as thc> 
arc — not as we would like 
them to be. 


The first and most essential 


fact is that the war in South 
Vietnam started out as a civil 
war. conducted by South Viet­ 
namese against Diem and con­ 
tinued by South Vietnamese 
against

Saigon's Independence Palace. 


The second I act is that the 
Saigon government does not 
have the support of the South 
Vietnamese people Though the 
V S. Embass\ and the White 
House make much ot the tact 
that 83 per cent ot the eligible 
citizens voted in September'< 
elections, they voted behind 
the shield of A m e r i c a ti 
firepower and under stern in­ 
structions from their district 
chiefs to show up at the polls 


Moreover, after 23 years of 
U.S. and Saigon teamwork, the 
Vietcong still control at least 
a third of the people, and in­ 
directly a tar higher percen­ 
tage By U S figures, only 2.100 
of

free elections, not because li**

1934 has thwarted the genuine 
aspirations of the South Viet­ 
namese people.

The charge by Mr 
Burton 
that the religious institutions

ing exaggeration. Federal aid 
to parochial schools is limited 


to providing reference books 
and a few surplus lood items. 


Mr. Burton goes on to state 
that, “ the community is being 
taxed doubly because religious 
institutions enjoy a tax tree 
ride and then secure a part of 
this tax money for their own 
schools.” Doubly taxed, Mr 
Burton? How can this be? 
Church-operated 
schools 
are 
built on land bought by the 
church members, the school is 
built with monies provided by 
the same church members who 
then pay to have it equipped 
and staffed 


1 am sure that fair minded 
people everywhere realize that 
parochial schools make very 
real contributions to their com­ 
munities . . . contribtuions

It will be decided by the 
House 
o f 
Representatives 
where Congress appears to be 
aiming all its ire and frustra­ 
tions over everything it doesn't 
like against the anti-povert> 
bill. 


The Senate has voted strong 
anti-povertv legislation. 
But the outlook in the House 
is ominous — so ominous that 
there likely will be no mean­ 
ingful war on poverty next 
year unless its members stop, 
look, and listen 
stop before 
voting 
precipitately, 
l ook 
ahead at the consequences, and 
listen to those who know most 
about how 
much the anti­ 
poverty programs are needed 


THE WAR ON POVERTY is 
getting plenty of praise even 
from its critics in Congress, 
but praise won’t finance it 
Those who publicly praise the 
anti-poverty programs are pro­ 
posing to impoverish them by 
woefully inadequate funds and 
crippling amendments. 
By the test of public support 
and expert judgment. Congress 
will be doing the nation a 
reckless 
and 
i l l - t i m e d 
disservice by suffocating the 
war on poverty. And I believe 
that most congressmen who 
may be tempted to vote that 
way will he making a political 
mistake 
through 
misreading 
voter opinion. 
The president's Commission 
on Civil Disorders, comprising 
some wise and knowledgeable 
people, has concluded that city 
government 
most 
need s 
strengthening 
to 
d e a l 
et- 
fectively with civil disorder. 
No 
federal 
enterprise 
is 
doing so much to help city 
government control and pre­ 
vent violence as the anti-pover­ 
ty programs. 
This is the nearly unanimous 
testimony ol mayors, police 
chiefs, juvenile judges, and 
civic leaders ol cities which 
had 
riots and those which 
didn't. In many of the cities 
the police departments and 
Community 
Action 
agencies 
had joint programs to prevent 
riots and in eight cities the 
juvenile arrest rate went down 
with the help of the anti-pover­ 
ty programs. 


THE MAYORS of the cities 
know most about how much 
the nation needs the war on 
poverty to help inprove the lot 
of the very poor 
both Negro 
and white -- and thereby to 
remove them from the reach 
of those who seek to turn them 
to violence. The United States 
Conference 
o( 
M a y o r s 
unanimously asks tor expanded 
anti-poverty programs. 
The Republican mayors ol 22 
cities with over 100.000 popula­ 
tion urged the GOP leaders of 
Congress to ‘ ‘ e n c o u r a g e 
members of Congress to sup­ 
port the OEO budget so that 
these dynamic and imaginative 
programs may be carried on in 
a successful manner.” Most of 
the governors, Republican and 
Democratic, agree. 
But the House is now rife 
with suggestions to slash the 
OEO budget by as much as 
$400 million to $800 million — a 
cruel mistake. 
One proposal would cut back 
the Community Action pro­ 
gram 40 per cent. The impact 
would be acutely severe in the 
3.000 communities which have 
Head Start, health centers, and 
other locally developed pro­ 
grams. 
It would mean that in 295 
communities, where this past 


summer 
one 
million 
poor 
children and youths had jobs 
and 
recreation, 
these 
pro­ 
grams could not he continued 
next year. 


UNDOUBTEDLY these pro 
grams can be improved in con 
cept and execution. Let's im 
prove 
them, 
not 
paralyze 
them. 
To vote to paralyze them is 
to be heedless ol the nation's 
gravest problem — the prob­ 
lem ol 
p er i lo us social 
disorder in the cities and our 
moral commitment to relieve 
the plight of the millions of the 
very poor.
